DETAILED ACTION 

This application claims the benefit of the filing date of provisional applications 60/082,250, 
60/101,580 and 60/094,5 19. 

Claims K 2, 5-7, 9, 14-38, 40-43,45-142, 145, 146 and 148 have been canceled. 

Claims 3, 4, 8, 10-13, 39, 44, 143, 144, 147 and 149 are currently pending and are the subject of 
examination in the present Office Action. 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1,114. Applicant's 
submission filed on August 1 1, 2006 has been entered. 

In view of Applicant's amendment filed August 1 1, 2006 no outstanding ground of rejection is 
maintained. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "the MHC class II HLA-DR ligand is an anti-MHC class II HLA- 
DR antibody or fragment thereof" There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Base claim 3 defines the MHC class II HLA-DR ligand as "a MHC class II HLA-DR binding 
peptide" and therefore does not allow for an alternative definition of the MHC class II HLA-DR ligand. 
It is suggested that claim 3 be amended to recite - the MHC class II HLA-DR ligand is a MHC class II 
HLA-DR binding peptide or is an anti-MHC class U HLA-DR antibody or antigen-binding fragment 
thereof" in order to provide antecedent basis for the term in claim 8.
